WONDERS OF THE EYE. 
DR. G. M. HARSTON’S INTERESTING 
ae LECTURE. ; 


Before a large gathering at the Helena 
May Institute last evening Dr. G. M. 
Harston «delivered ‘a most iaturesting 
lecture ont ThesWonders of Nature in 
the Eye:"’ Sir Claud Severn’ presided. 

De! Harston deseribed the eye as the 
most viried iv ts wetributes of ull 
organs in the body, capable as it is of | 
expressing anger, pleasure, emotion and 
the disposition of its owner, It was. the 
most delicate organ and-appeared to be 
well protected from all sides, bat’ Hot 
in front; ‘but nature really provided 
protection with great izgenuity. “Some 
might look on the hirsute ‘appendages 
called eyebrows as un adornment. They 
naodoubtedly were, but he must point out, 
sottu voce, that beforo hats were invent- 
ed in the days of primitive man the eye- 
brows were there to deiicct the courses 
of rain drops downward and away from 
the eye. Even in these days thero were 
then with. shaggy eyebrows. A former 
Consul-Ganeral in: Canton had very 
shaggy eyebrows, and made great play 
with them in argument. One day ™ a 
discussion. with the Viceroy of Canton, 
tho latter was adamant in his refusal to 
voneede the Consul’s point, and turning 
zo the interpreter said “Tell Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consul-Genernl that 
| am not “afraid of his ayebrows.”: 
(Laughter.)” The eyebrows were supple, 
mented by the eye lashes. These were 
short in’ the male and long in the female, 
thereby enabling her to” protect hervelf 
against the’ intruding and_ inquisitive 
glances of the male. (Laughter) The 
eye was further protected by thy instan- 
teous shutter effectof the eye lid. 

In ebnstruction, the eye possessed an 
amazing .perfection of detail. | The: eye 
ball was roughly spherical. and attached 
hy a stalk, which is the optic ne to 
the brain. The fibrous coat which’ gives 
strength to.the exe ball was.what is fami- 
liarly known as the white of the eye. 
The lecturer then went on to detail the 
structure of the eye. The iris, he said. 
was the coloured portion which could be 
seen from the front. wit was lined with 
pigment and those people where it was 
heavily pigmented” had brown eyes. 
Those with a lesser amount had beauti 
ful hazel eyes and those with very little 
Pigment had the most beautiful eyes,

The lens was the.most interesting part 
of the eye. It could be varied in thick- 
ness and the thicker-it became the shorter 
the focus. "Is was by that.means we 
were coubled to read and. do all forms 
of near work.” In long sighted people 
the Jens’ had’ to be wconstantly. more 
convex so that the rays of light may 
come to a focus on the retina. Ordinarily 
the lens focussed .parallel rays, that was 
to say, all rays coming from a, distance 
of twenty feet and over. In short sight- 
ed people the eyebal] is too long, and 
the rays come to a-focus in front of the 
‘retina. This can only be remedied. hy 
placing a concave lens in- front of the 
eye to counteract the convexity of the 
lens within ‘the eye,.and so, place the 
fcéus further back, on the retina instead 
of in front of it. Occasionally we meet 
People whé are long sighted in one 
meridian, of the eye and short sighted 
in the other. This is termed astigmatism. 
In short sight, or myopia, the converse 
obtains; .This condition of astigmatiem 
can be very easily demonstrated at the 
dinner table by looking at oneself in the 
concave or convex side of a bright spoon, 
In the middie ages, wher sstigmatic 
husband. first and their astigmatism 
corrected by suitable glasses, they onter- 
ed ino a renewed period of happiness on 
discovering show really good looking 
their wives were. .People »who. suffer 
from long sighted astigmatism are gene- 
rally quick in temper and easily provoked 
to anger.” Evidence has been: brought 
forward to -show that both Carlryle 
and “Huxley” suflered from.

The first Church 
Council held at Jerusalem had decided 
sthat these Jewish ceremonial hiws ‘were 
not binding on the Gentiles: But there 
arose n further difficulty amongst tne

The second charneteristic of the King- 
dom of God is Peace, says St, Paul. This 
peace of the heart» which passeth all 
understanding is based on our belief in 
the love of God. Yet how. few Christians 
‘have this peace! It is strange how we 
fail to keep the spirit of the most familiar 
of Bible mottoes ‘‘ Be not anxious."”. «In. 
the epistle for to-day St., Pau! says peace 
must be. the ruling power in our lives. 
“ Let ‘the peace of God rule’ in your 
hearts." Instead.of being filled with the 
peace which, God means us to have, we 
are too often’ full of worries and fears 
and anxieties, which* show plainly -that 
we.do not really believe in God's power 
and love for us. , There is no more de- 
lightful -sight.-than to come across a 
Christian who is filled with this pence, 
but it is as rare as-it is delightful. Yet 
it ought to be the’ normal condition . of 
tthe. Christian life. To how many: pro- 
fessing Christians does the ‘thought | of 
God: bring peace? Do not many: profess- 
ing Christians put the thought of Ged. 
iiway from them,.hecause it’ makes them 
uncomfortable? It is because we: know 
God so imperfectly that we love Him so 
little. But ‘this is certain,“we can-never 
have x permanent and lasting peace in 
our hearts without’ God. And, if we are 
putting the thought of God away ‘from 
us, we are depriving ourselves of that 
which alone can.give us peace. It is the 
adoration of self which makes men miser- 
able, and it is the contemplation of God 
that alone brings peace. :
